section of the island, says the Balti- 
more correspondent of the New York 
Tribune. The Uock of the Juragua 
and the I'ouvcpo Mining companies i» 
largely held in Baltimore. JIo.st of the 
Bessemer ore which is mined at San- 
tiago has been coming to this city. Un- 
til the supply was shut oft the works 
of the Maryland Steel company were 
run exclusively on this ore, and the, 
commercial success of a tidewater 
steel plant like the one of the Mary- 
land Steel company requires the Cu- 
ban ores, because of their value in mak- 
ing steel and of their cheapness. 


While the mines were in op"rution 


from three to four cargoes o£ ore came, 
to Baltimore each week, and the 
monthly importations ran from 30,0(10 
to 40,000 tons. While most of this was 
consumed at tlu: work*, of the Mary- 
land Steel company, some of it was 
sent to Pittsburgh and lined at the f'ar- 
negiu nte,el works. As a return cargo 
the ve.vse.ls bringing the ore carried
